Court Finds 
Institution 
To Be Guilty 


The Mountain Glen Healthatorium 
was found guilty of violating the 
zoning ordinance by a jury in City 
Recorder C. W. Forman’s court late 
Thursday afternoon. This is the first 
case which has been tried under the 
new law and occupied the time of 
the court for three days. It is un¬ 
derstood that the case will he ap¬ 
pealed to a higher court. 

Because of the nature of the case, 
the court was moved from the city 
hall to the park house. City At¬ 
torney Fred Baker represented the 
city and Robert Mitchell and Harold 
Kiggins represented the defendants. 
A. M. Udell, city marshal, was the 
complaining witness. The case was 
called at 10 o’clock Tuesday morning 
and all of Tuesday and until 11:30 
Wednesday morning was taken up in 
obtaining a jury. 

intense was the feeling at tiie 
time the ordinance was passed that 
it was hard to find jurymen who 
could qualify in the eyes of the at¬ 
torneys. The jury which heard the 
case was composed of the following 
men: H. Isaacs, F. D. Peacock, 

Chris P. Linhart, Col. H. Hall, 
D. F. Morton, W. B. Corum, L. G. 
Bunker, F. E. Ward, M. A. Baird, 
W. P. Caley, J. F. Sharp, and S. M. 
Ferris. 

Attorney Fred Baker, in his open¬ 
ing address to the jury, said that 
the prosecution would endeavor to 
prove but two points, namely, that 
the Mountain Glen Healthitoriuni is 
conducting an institution for the care 
ami treatment of mental, infectious 
and pulmonary diseases, and that 
the institution is located outside of 
Zone B which is set aside for such 
institutions. 

Henry Gierlich, city engineer, was 
called to the stand by Mr. Baker, 
but Attorney Mitchell interposed an 
objection on the grounds that the 
jury should not be allowed to hear 
testimony because the ordinance was 
illegally passed and therefore there 
was no such ordinance in existence. 
The jury was then excused until the 
attorneys argued this point. 

Mr. Mitchell held that the law was 
passed as the result of an initiative 
petition and that it was passed on 
the night it was presented when the 
law requires that cities of the sixth 
class shall read an ordinance at one 
meeting and pass it at another not 
earlier than five days from the time 
when it is first introduced. Fail¬ 
ure to meet this requirement on the 
part of the hoard, Mr. Mitchell held, 
made the ordinance ineffective. 1 
Mr. Baker referred the court to the 
statute on initiative petitions and 
quoted the law which said that if an 
Initiative petition is presented, the 
legislative body must pass it on the 
same day it is presented and not 
later than ten days after it is pre¬ 
sented or call an election which made 
a first reading unnecessary. Then 
followed a heated legal battle in 
which Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Iviggins 
held that the ordinance must be 
passed on the day when it was re¬ 
ceived and again within ten days 
from that date, and Mr. Baker held 
. that the ordinance must be passed 
on the day it was received, and in 
any case could not he delayed longer 
than ten days. Judge Forman ruled 
! to sustain the ordinance. 

Mr. Gierlich testified that accord¬ 
ing to his survey the defendant in- 
i stitution is located outside the zone 
set aside for sanitariums. Follow¬ 
ing Mr. Gierlich was a number of 
men and women who live near the 
institution and who testified that the 
inmates of the institution were being 
treated for the diseases above named. 

Mr. Baker then introduced as evi¬ 
dence a brief prepared by the defen¬ 
dant’s attorneys, Moote and Patter¬ 
son, clauses of which said that the 
Mountain Glen Healthatorium was 
operated for the treatment of pul¬ 
monary and mental cases of the 
lightest form. An issue of the Sier¬ 
ra Madre News was also introduced 
as evidence showing that the institu¬ 
tion has advertised as a place for 
the treatment of such cases. 

The defense occupied only a short 
time, there being no witnesses ques¬ 
tioned. Each side spent an hour 
in arguing their points. The case 
was given to the jury at about 6:45 
and a verdict of guilty was returned 
shortly after (! o’clock. 

The case which was tried this week 
is said to be only a preliminary to a 
legal battle in a higher court. Both 
sides made every effort possible to 
have the records clear as to their 
position on the case in order that 
they might be at a good advantage 
when the case is reviewed. This 
seemed to bo the objective aimed at, 
rather than an acquittalby the de¬ 
fense attorneys.

Nixies'' Cause 
Great Expense 
Says Postmaster 


Dr. Elwood P. Lyon was the guest 
of the Southern California Bible 
School of Los Angeles last Tuesday 
and reports a most pleasing time 
with this aggressive, spiritual school 
with a splendid faculty and 75 stu¬ 
dents, with Kev.

A letter, postcard, parcel or news¬ 
paper entering the mails is simply 
a piece of mail, according to post¬ 
master Jessica M. Wright. If, be¬ 
cause of inadequate or incorrect ad¬ 
dress and, in the case of the pack¬ 
age—improper wrapping-—a piece of 
mail must be taken out of the reg¬ 
ular postal machinery for “direc¬ 
tory service” or “hospital service,” 
it becomes a “nixie,” she says. 

If the postal sleuths are able to 
correct the address, or return to 
sender for a better one, it again be¬ 
comes a piece of mail—though “de¬ 
layed mail” is the better sobriquet. 

If, after an exhaustive effort, the 
postal “detective” must give up the 
puzzle, and there is no return ad¬ 
dress, the piece of mail is consigned 
to the Dead Letter office, where it 
again changes its name ’to a dead 
letter or dead parcel, as the case 
may be. 

Its perioil of existence as a nixie 
is a most expensive one. It demands 
special attention from the very best 
clerks. Valuable time is spent in its 
behalf, time which also may prove 
more costly to the mailer or intended 
recipient through the attendant de¬ 
lay. 

But in the long run, the postal 
service loses most. In Chicago 40 
workers do nothing but handle nixies. 
In New York’ the service costs $500 
| daily. In all the nixie costs the gov¬ 
ernment about $1,740,000 a year. 
I Even a small office Ike Sierra Madre 
j handles a large number of nixies 
! during the year.
